A SNUBBED STATESMAN. 

Yesterday the sepublican leaders sat déwn 
on Keifer, and to-day the newspaper oorres- 
pondents paid their respects to him. They 
nave not forgotten that when a promiscuous 
crowd poured in their gallery one night the 
last session, and they sent a respectful peti- 
tion to Speaker Keifer to have the gallery 
cleared so they could work, he replied that ii 
the newspaper men didn’t like his ways they 
could go toa very wa m place. To-day when 
Mr. Keifer rose to wake a set speeeh on the 
woman's rights committee, a quick consulta- 
tion was had among the score of correspond- 
ents thenin the gallery. Atagiven signal 
every one rose and went out, leaving the gal- 
lery absolutely empty, probably the first time 
in the histury of congressional proceedings. 

THE COLORED MEETING, 

The colored conven.ion committee has been 
in session here two days, and did nothing but 
deplore the ciyil rights decision, and call a 
convention for next July to consider both 
party platforms and see which the negroes 
nad better take. Georgia is represented by 
W. A. Pledger and Perry Carson. Pledger 
presided. , 

Messrs. Hardeman and Reese left for Geor- 
gia to-day. Mr. Candler starts to-night. Sen- 
‘ator Colquitt and Judge Crisp go to-morrow. 
Mr. Turner has gone. Ali the others remain 
here during the holidays. 

WESTERN DEMOCRATS, 

Western politics constitute the most active 
and the most aggressive element in either 
party to-day. Its not fair to contrast them 
with southern public men who are, nearly 
without exceptiou,democrats, and are barred 
from their natural prominence by the linger- 
ing sectional animosities. But the nice, kid 
glove poiicians of the east are not hold- 
ing their own with their brusque, brawny 
brothers from the west. These last are men 
of action who pay littie attention to theories 
and little respect to traditions, Their last 
victory was in theorganization of the repub- 
lican committee by putting a Rew man @t iis 
head; a man who a few years ago was a cde- 
partment clerk, but who ripened into a 
millionaire before he reached his meridian. 
He went in with the new, muscular 
school of western politics and while W in- 
dom was fitting venetian glass into the win- 
dows of his esthetic Washington mapsion 
Sabin was stocking the s@patorial cards 
against him out in Minnesota, The western 
members raped the republicam convention 
from the combined forces of 
New York and Pennsyf¥ania. © n- 
cinnati was too conservative send 
old timey, sothe wigwam was pitched in 
Chicago where western methods are yet ia 
their vigor. It is not unlikely that a simitar, 
if not an identical fate, awaits the democratic 
convention. After the New York election 
everybody thought the convention wouid 
surely go to the metropolis to rekin«le 
the enthusiasm ina great state whose denio- 
cratic ardor was sbown to be cooling. 
The western democrats have come to tue 
front by the force of recent events. They try 
to monopolivethe honor of Carlisle's electien. 
They glory in the warwickian attitude of 
William R. Morrison whose hand is reckoned 
as potent on the committee slate asthe 
speaker's own. They smile complacentily 
when Frank Hurd shakes his fist at 
the whole tariff system and huris forth one 
of those brilliant anathemas for which 
the sober brains of the party have to invent 
plausible excuses. So the western men pro- 
pose torun the next democratic campaign, 
and they wantto have the convention on 
their native heath. They will probably get 
it. Chicago has already organized a strong 
lobby to work on the committee. St. Louis 
is active with a host of friends, while Cimcin- 
nati is not behind eitber in her efforts. 
The Morrison faction rather _—_— pre- 
fer Chicago, but wouid go for St. Louis in 
preference to Cincinnati. All chances con. 
sidered, however, Cincinnati has now the best 
showing of thethree, being the reputed choice 
of more eastern and southern members of 
the committee than either of the other cities. 
The committee will assemble in 
Washington on the 22nd of February. 
Unlike the republican committee, it 
consists of only 38 members, one from each 
state, the térritories and the District of Col- 
umbia not being represented. Mr. George T. 
Barnes isthe member for Georgiaand has been 
for several years. ‘The increased size of the 
house will raise the number of delegates in the 
national convention from 75 to 802. 
Nothing very important will come 
before the committee except the choice 
of a time i and place for he 
eonvention.. It has been customary for years 
for the-democrats to meet two or three weeks 
after the’ republicans. A growing feeling 
‘ among the leaders bere fayor a longer delay. 

THROWING THE CAMPAIGN INTO THE WEoT, 

The tendency to throw the force of the cam- 
paign into the west is the logical outcome of 
recent democratic action. The movement is 
nursed by friends of western aspirants like 
McDonald and Morrison. They ask for a 
revenue tariff platform and promise in return 
for it enough electoral votes on the other side of 
the Ohioriverto join with the south and elect 
apresident, A storm is prophesied already as 
certain to occur when the convention comes 
to platform making. Before the present ses- 
sion is over these bickerings will be heard in 
congress. It is foolish to say that the demo- 
cratic outlook is as cheering as it was a year 
ago. The least dissension or wrangling among 
the party leaders in congress would still fur- 
ther embarrass the situation.

Oongress Orders the Celebration of the Surrender by 
Washington of lis Command. 

WASHINGTON, December 20.—In the senate 
this morning, Mr. Cullom introduced a bill 
to establish a board of railroad commission- 
ers, and to regulate interstate commerce, 
After the morning business the senate re- 
ceived a message from the Douse of represeni- 
atives concurring in the senate amendment 
to the house’s concurrent resolution of yes- 
terday, fixing the date of the holiday’s recess. 
Mr. Van Wyck’s resolution of yesterday, 
calling on the secretary of the interior for in- 
formation regarding the lands granted to 
railroads was called up. Mr. Ingalls had no 
obiection to the resolution proper, but ob- 
jected to the preamble as tending to com- 
mit the senate. to the = interrupt: 
ing of decisions of the supreme 
court. The matter is being debated 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Brown to 
authorize the distillation of fruit without 
tax by the federal government, leaving the 
question of such tax to the state. A message 
was received from the house of representatives 
concurring inthe senate amendment, making 
the date of the reassembling after the holi 
day recess Monday, January 7, 1584, 

Van Wyck’s resolution calls upon the see- 
retary of the interior for information as to 
the amount of indemnity !ands given to the 
railroad companies since the supreme court 
decisions in 1875 o0nthat subject. The pre- 
amble was so amended as not to commit the 
senate orany interpretation of the supreme 
court decis ion and wasthen adopted. The 
senate then went into executive session, and 
coniirmed a large number of recess appoint- 
ments, principally postmasters. When the 
doors where reopened the discussion of the 
new rules was continued, but  with- 
out action upon any of them 
the matter Was postponed until 
after the holidays. The chair laid before the 
senate a communication trom the secretary 
of the interior transmitting copies of papers 
recently called for relating to the attempted 
transfer by the Texas and Pacific taiipoad 
company ef its land grant to the Southern 
Pacific railroad company, of Arizona, New 
Mexico and California. [he secretary con-

WHAT BROWN'’S BILL MEANS, 

Senator’ Brown’s bill, introduced to-day, 
provides. for the repeal of all laws prohibiting 
the distillation of apples or peaches ints 
brandy, orthe manufacture of wineor brandy 
from grapes by the producer or owner of the 
fruit, or by any distiller who acts as his agent, 
or who distills fruit and receives part of said 
fruit in payment of his services, and provides 
also for leaving the question of the taxation 
of such products to the states. 

IN THE HOUSE, 

The house has been engaged all morning in 
the discussion of a proposition to grant a 
month’sextra pay to the discharged employes. 

Mr. Reagan moved to commit the resolution 
to the committée on accouuts, with irstruc- 
tions to inquire and report whether there were 
persons turned out of their positions at the 
close of the last session of congress, and others 
putin their places who bave performed no 
duties. The motion was agreed to, 118 to 54. 
One of the committee's stenographers was re- 
moved on the last day of tne segsion by Speake: 
Keifer, who appointed his nephew to the va- 
cancy thus créated. Mr. Blackburn, fromthe 
committee on rules, reported a resolution that 
hereafter the committee on postottices and 
post roads shall consist of fifteen menmabers, 
and the committeeson banking and currency, 
foreign affairs, military affairs, territories, 
public buildings, and the district of Colum- 
bia, of 13 memberseach. Hestated in regard 
to the increased membership that it fully met 
the views and wishes of the speaker. The 
resolution was adopted.- Mr. Blackburn then 
called up the reports submitted yesterday for 
the appointment of a committee on rivers and 
harbors, to consist of 15 members, and after 
debate it was adopted. Mr. Keifer, of Ohio, 
called up a resolution reported yesterday for 
the appointment ofa committee on woman 
suffrage. The resolution was rejected, aftera 
brief debate, yeas 88, nays 124. Mr, Hob- 
litizell, of Maryland, from the special 
committee having the matter in charge 
reported a joint resolution requesting the 
president to issue a proclamation recommend- 
ing the people, either by appropriate exer- 
cises in connection with the religious services 
of the 23d inst., or by such public services as 
they may deem proper on the 24th, to com- 
memorate the surrender by Washington of 
his commission as commander-in-chief of the 
army. The president is also requested to or- 
der a national salute from the various forts 
throughout the country on the 24th instant. 
The joint resolution was passed. Adjoarned 
till Monday.

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POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


SOME OF THE RISING FIGURES FOR 
NEXT YEAR’S HONORS 


Biaine Towering High For the Republican Ngmina- 
tion—Arthur His Strongest Competitor—The 
Biaine Men Believed to Control the Wires 
—Where Will the Cenvention Meet? 


WASHINGTON, December 20.—The excite- 
ment attendant upon the presidential year is 
but poorly suppressed. Every movein politics 
is interpreted to have a bearing upon that 
issue. The proper place for the meeting of 
the next democratic convention is just now 
the most prominent topic. It will be decided 
by the national committee, which meets here 
on the 22d of February. Representative 
Cobb, of Indiana, thinks St. Louis will get 
the democratic convention. His reason for 
thinking this selection would be made was 


| because the democratic party looked to the 
} ° 
west and south for its success. 


Naturally St, 
Louis, as the great western center, and being 
well suited to the purpose, would be selected. 
ite said, further, that he thought the party 
would no longer look to the east toranything. 
They depended upon the west, and their can- 
didates would be most likely western 
men. The southern and western men 
would work, together and let the east 
follow if it liked. Senator Slater, of Oregon, 
thinks the national democratic convention 
will be held eitber in Cincinnati or Chicago. 
He believes that Oregon will go democratic 
next year. Hesaysthe changes of political 
sentiment during the past year or two are 
favorable to the democrats, though the immi- 
gration to the state perhaps weighs somewhat 
against them. The senator believes the Ore- 
gon democrats will be united and harmoni- 
ous next year. The next national democrat- 
ic convention will comprise 3802 dele- 
gates, instead of 738, as here- 
tofore. The increase results from the en- 
largement of the house of representatives. 
Two delegates are allowed from each congress- 
ional district, and four at large from each 
State, to represent the senatorial votes. So 
that it will require 402 votes to nominate, in- 
stead of 370, as hitherto. Some of the demo- 
cratic leaders are advising that the conven- 
tion next year be held in August, on the 
ground that the canyass will thus be short 
ened, reducing the labor, without in any way 
operating against the party’s chances, It is 
claimed.that justas affective work can be 
done in two months as in four. So far as 
this proposition has been discussed it does 
not.seen to meet with much favor. August 
weather, it is represented, is too warm for 
convention labors, and September would 
be too late. ‘Therefore, it is probable that 
the committee will follow precedents, and 
ix the time two or three weeks later than the 
republican convention. Itis already appea- 
rent that there will be a sharp struggle be- 
tween competing cities for the privilege of 
holding the convention. Chicago, St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, Louisville and Saratoga are 
actively in the field, and Baltimore is talked 
of by some, The meeting of the committee 
will bring together many of the most distin- 
guished and influential democratic leaders, 
and it is probable that there will be confer- 
ences among them looking to an agreement 
upon a definite party policy. 3 
THR REPUBLICAN SIDE. 

Many signs eSncur toshow that the struggle 
im the republi¢an party next year will be be- 
ceowr President Arthurand Mr. Blaine. By 
this it is not intended to say that Mr. Arthur 
is a can for the tial noraination 
any more than it is pretended that Mr. Blaine 
is a candidate. Mr. Blaine’s friends assert 
pointedly that be will not have the nowmina- 
tion on any terms. Mr. Arthur's friends say 
they have no knowledge in the matter, but 
they say they believe ifthe party would agree 
to nominate him he could be more easily and 
certainly elected than any other candidate 
now thought of. The republican situa- 
tion at this time is very siagular. Mr. Ar- 
thur was aominated in 1880 asthe ‘‘machine’”’ 
candidate. He was the favorite of General 
Grant in the interest of the then Senator 
Conkling, and was so fiercely hated by the 
anti-Conkling republicans all over the coun- 
try that his nomination for the vice presi_ 
dency almost produced a mutiny. A num- 
ber of furious republicans were quieted only 
by the reflection that General Garfield was a 
young and vigorous man, and that the 
vice president had not even a 
remote chance of the succession. That 
was in the summer of 1880, less than three 
years and a halfago. To-day the machine 
leaders in the party have almost as strong a 
dislike of President Arthur as the other set 
had when he was nominated. So strong is 
this antipathy that General Grant is openly 
quoted in preferring even Mr. Blaine to Mr, 
Arthur; and as to Mr. Conkling, he does not 
conceal his dislike of the president, with whom 
he has for some time ceased to be on even 
terms of acquaintanceship. General Grant, 
Mr. Conkling and Mr. Blaine are said by 
their several friends to be united in their ap 
proval of the candidacy of General Logan, and 
Logan is thus the machine and anti- 
administration candidate. How mnech ofa 
joke General Logan’s candidacy is remains 
to beseen, It isnot a joke with the gen 
eral, and it may turn out something like a 
tragedy. His term in the senate wiil expire 
March 3, 1885, and he has, therefore, before 
him’ the problem of securing a presidential 
nomination next June without, in the mean- 
time, flinging away his chances for re-elec- 
tion to the senate in the winter in case he 
should not become president. There are peo- 
ple who say that it was cruel of General 
Grant and Mr. Blaine to expose General 
Logan to-+témptations which may, unless 
he shows the most skilful generalship, land 
him where those who attempt to sit on two 
stools at the same-time too often land. 

BLAINE THE MASTER OF THE SITUATION, 

A prominent Blaine republican said to- 
night: ‘‘Do you know Mr. Blaine is the ab- 
solute master of the political situation so far 
as the republicans are concerned? He is sit- 
ting back quietly studying the political field 
pertectly confident that the republican lead- 
ers must come to him in the end.” 

‘Is it true that Blaine intends to go to the 
national convention in Chicago asa dele- 
gate ?’’ 

' “He may. At least it suits his purpose well 
enough to have itso understood, The mere 
mention of the fact has been enough to take 
all the color from the faces of the other can- 
didates. The political situation is regarded 
by Mr. Blaine asa very peculiar one. He 
does not regard the republican chance as a 
particularly good one and believes that if the 
democrats should pursue a conservative pol- 
icv this winter and nominate a man of sound 
views upon the tariff question, they would 
have long odds in their fayor. Now Blaine is 
not a candidate and would not 
consent to take the nomination 
from the national convention wun- 
les3 his terms of unconditional and hearty 
support from all the republicen leaders 
should be given him. There is a general 
fear of Blaine among the republican leaders, 
and this feeling is bringing them over tor 
the purpose of securing harmony. 
and Logan are now friendly to Blaine. Conk- 
ling alone isnot. That was ali stuf! about 
his consenting to a_ reconciliation with 
Blaine. He is out of politics, and will not 
be counted in our present consideration. 
take it for granted that Blaine, Grant and 
Logan are in harmony _— theone ground 
of their opposition to the renomination of 
Arthur. Beyond that there need be no <alli-

ance, In the end everythirg must come to 
Blaine’s hands. But Biaine will not accept 
unless he is begged to take up the repubii- 
can forlorn hope.’’ 

‘Is that not a peculiar way of putting it; 
Conventions are not in the habit of begging 
candidates.”’ 

“It will be true in this case. You will wit- 
ness this spectacle when June arrives and 
Blaine will not consent to lead the fight un- 
less all his old foes bend their knees to nim in 
loyal allegiance.” 

‘But politicians do not kneel easily.”’ 

‘Well, they had better begin practicing 
then, because they will need Mr. Blaine to 
such an extent when June comes that they 
‘will be ready to give any terms Mr. Blaine 
demands.”’ 

The above is the breeziest claim that has 
as yet been made in the interest of any 
candidate. 

THE OLD SYNDICATE, 

It-isoddthatof the three senaters who 
composed the notorious ‘“‘senatorial third 
term syndicate’’ in 1879 and 1880 Mr. Con- 
kling is already in private life; Mr. Donald 
Cameron has so entirely lost interest in poli- 
tics that be is spending the winter in Europe 
and is pot believed to have any hopes of a 
re-e'ection, his term alsq expiring March, 
1885; General Logan, the third memiber of 
the syndicate, turns up as the anti-adminis- 
tration candi@ate for the presidency, with 
General Grant and Mr. Blaine as his ostensi- 
ble backers, and with a grave possibility of 
losing the solid meat of thesenatorshbip while 
he is trying to seize the big shadow of a presi- 
dential nomination. If those who 
think thus contro! the Chicago con- 
vention it is certain that they will not nom- 
inate Mr. Arthur. Whether they will nom- 
inate General Logan is another question 
which depends on the way in which the demo- 
crats conduct themselves in congress between 
now and next June. If, between now and 
next June, the democratic prospects should 
become s@ poor as to give the now hopeless 
republicans a belief that they could carry the 
country, poor General Logan muy find 
formidable competitors in the convention. 
In that case even the contest will still be be- 
tween the Grant-slaine-Logan-Cameron- 
Conkling combination, aiming to reinstate 
themselves in control of the party and to se- 
cute for themselves a new lease of public life, 
and that part uf the party which has got tired 
of these old war horses and prefers other lead- 
ers, a different spiritand very different objects. 


COMPLEXION OF THECOMMITTEES 


An tedleation of the Probab'e Work of Mr. Speaker

WASHINGTON, December 20.—A number of 
representatives who profess to have a know!l- 
edge of Speaker Carlisle’s intentions, give the 
supposed make-up of the ways and means 
committee to-day as follows: Messrs. Morri- 
son, Tuoker, Hewi't, Mills.

One or two of those 
known to have been selected assert that he 
should be chosen, because he is from the same 
state as Haskell, who would have been a 
memeber had he lived.

Messrs. Cox and Belmont are still spoken of 
for the position. Mr. Belmont says. ie is 
entitled to it, as he was the first democrat on 
the committee during the last congress.

| WIVES AND MILLION». 


ONLY ONE OF THE LATE TT. M. SIN- 
GER’S FAMILIES YET UNPAID. 


The Young Children by the Last Mrs. Singer Living 
en Allowances, and Only One Nearly of Age~— 
The Inventor’s Strange History—Five 
Wives and Twenty-Five Children. 


From the New York Sun, 

Mr. David Hawley, a tall, slender, white 
baired man, brought to Mr. W. M. Skinner, 
clerk of the surrogate’s court of Westchester, 
in White Plains, yesterday, a bundle of what 
looked like legal papers. They were full of 
figures, and among them were sums six, 
seven and eight numerals in length. They 
were Mr. Hawley’s accounts and report of his 
work asexecutor of the will of Isaac M. 
Singer, inventor, millionaire, father of twen- 
ty-four children and head of five separate 
families. Because he must await a decision 
of the court of appeals in a matter of com- 
urissions and costs, Mr. Hawley was unable to 
tile the papers, and their contents are not yet 
made public. 

Mr. Singer’s estate was inventoried at about 
$5,000,000, but it proved to amount to about 


twice that sum. Mr. Singer was a poor man 
when he first intrusted his confidential busi- 
ness to Mr. Hawley, and he continued to re- 
pose the utmost confidence in him until he 
died, when he left to him the settlement of 
his vast estate. Mr. Hawley has never given 
security for the faithful pertormance of his 
task. He could not, and there are not many 
persons in the country who eould, but 
there has been no complaint that he has not 
done his work faithfully and shrewdly. All 
the heirs have been paid except the children 
of the last of the Mrs. Singer. She had six 
children, and all except one are living with 
ber in Paris. That one, Adam Mortimer 
Singer, will soon become of age, and may 
reach here on any day in the near future to 
claim his share. 

Mr. Singer was born in Schaghticoke in 
this state, and in early manhood lived from 
hand to mouth as a wood turner and general 
mechanic. In 1830 he was married by a 
country ‘squire to Miss Catharine N. Haley. 
His first child was born in 1834. They then 
lived in Waterloo, and he was a shiftless 
fellow, capable of turning his hand to 
any sort of work, but not doing well 
at anything. He was given to con- 
sorting with other women besides his 
wife, and gave evidence of being a natural- 
bewn actor, able toimitate any living thing 
he had ever heard or seen. [a 1837 a child 
was burn to them in this citv, and from here 
he started out as a sitroiling player. From 
the stage on which he was performing in Bal- 
timore one night he saw a very beautiful 
young woman, 18 years old. He became 
enamored of her,sought her father’s house 
introduced himself, proposed in time, and 
Was accepted. 

This was Mary Ann Sponsiler, wife or com- 
panion numbertwo. Singer hurried to New 
York to get wife number one and her family 
out of the way, and heand she quarrelled and 
separated. He brought Mary Ann Sponsler 
to this city. and when she insisted that he 
must marry her he told her he wasin trouble 
with another woman; that he had just 
grounds for a divorce, and after he got it he 
would have their relationship  légalized. 
Miss Sponsier had to share a great deal of 
poverty with him, even more, indeed, 
than Mrs. Sing@r ad endured. Miss

stage, and with her husband, under the names 
of Mr. and Mrs. Merritt, played temperance 
pieces in churches all over the country. For 
thirteen years they followed this life. She 
called him ‘‘father,’’ and he called her ‘‘wife.”’ 
They were wretchedly poor. Everything 
they had in the world was in the one-horse 
wagon in which they wandered about, and 
time and time again they had to pawn that 
and its contents, and their horse, to get 
food. While they were in Chicago he 
invented a reaping machine, and later on 
a machine for carving type. He began 
to have money im consequence. In 1850 he 
had completed the inventions that make up 
the Singer sewing machine, from which he 
was in time to accumulate the colossal for- 
tune he finally left behind him. Again he 
came to New York, and this time it was to set 
up a stylish establishment at 14 Fifth avenue. 
The first and only true Mrs. Singer seems then 
to have been forgotten. She was living in 
Brooklyn. Number two was evy- 
ery where regarded as the inven- 
tor’s wife, Nice people visited the 
house. Her visiting cards and invitations to 
parties that she gave bore the name of Mrs. 
Il. M. Singer. She ordered goods at the dry 
goods and othor stores as Mrs. Singer, and Mr. 
Singer paid the bills. Sheand her compan- 
ion visited her people in Baltimore as man 
and wife, and so registered wherever they 
stopped in hotels. She bore him ten chil- 
dren. Catharine Haley had borne him 
two children. te used to boast 
that boys and girls came alternately to him. 
He had a huge and gaudy vehicle capable of 
sealing twenty five persons, and in this, with 
Miss Sponsler and the ten children, he used 
toride in the park every day. In 1360, 
twenty-four years after he had left the first 
companion of his poverty, Mrs. Catharine 
Haley Singer, he got a divorce from her. 

Singer led a fast life in those days, and was 
very frequently seen on the avenue in com- 
pacy with women whom Misi Sponsler’s 
friends were not acquainted with. Seven 
months after he was divorced Miss Sponsiler, 
riding in her own carriage, saw him in his car- 
riage with Mary Ann McGonigal. She scream- 
ed until he sawher. Hecame bome and. beat 
her and she had him arres ed. Tnen he went 
to Kurope, and in the year that he was away 
the fact was revealed that he had been living 
with two other women in this city who 
thought themselves his only companions at 
the same time that he was getting his divorce 
from his first wife and calling Mary 
Ann Sponsler his second one. Mary 
McGonigal, for instance, had borne him five 
children. He and she lived together as Mr. 
and Mrs. Matthews. Miss Mary E. Walter, 
who lived with him under the name of Mer- 
ritt, had added one other *hild to the list. 
Mary Ann Sponsler began a suit for divorce 
and was awarded $8,000 alimony—then the 
largest amount ever obtained. Singer tried 
to compromise with her. She accepted a 
round sum of money and the valuable house 
189 West Twenty-eighth street. But within 
amonth after she was divorced § she 
had secretly married John EK, Foster. She 
hurt herself by a fall froma chair, and, be- 
lieving herself to be dying, told oneof her 
daughters ot the marriage. Her daughter's 
husband, a Mr. Proctor, was an officer of the 
Singercompany. Mr. Singer speedily learn- 
ed about the wedding and caused his di- 
vorced wifeto relinquish all claims upon 
him, and to vacate the house in Twenty- 
eighth street, for which he had not yet given 
adeedtoher. She went tolive with Fos- 
ter. 

Number five next appeared. She was a 
French woman whom he had met abroad. 
On June 13, 1865, seven weeks after number 
two had renounced her claims upon him, he 
was married in this city to Isabelle Eugenie 
Boyer, underthe name of Isabelle E. Sum- 
merville, and with her went to Paris to live. 
He caused to be built in Yonkers a palatial 
home in a great park, and when it was finished 
returned to this city and invited hundreds to 
the house-warming. The public knew of his 
complicated family affairs, however, and but 
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lew went tothe house, In 1873 he resolved 
to live abroad. He bought a nobleman’s fine 
estate in Oldtown, Paignton, Devonshire, 
England, and began the construction of an 
enormous castle, to be called ‘‘the Wigwam,” 
and to contain a theater, riding hall, banquet- 
ing halls, and all the conveniences his money 
commanded. It was not finished when, in 
July 1875, he died on that estate. These were 
the families he left behind him:

These last are the only ones not paid. They 
will get their money as fast as they come of 
age. Jheir mother married a baron in Paris, 
and he has since become the duke de Cam- 
poselice. By marrying she lost her life inter- 
est in the English estate, which was then 
valued at $5,000,000, and is now worth a great 
deal more. She has had to give up the castle 
and park at Paignton. She has about 5,000 
shares of Singer stock, however, which is pay- 
ing 40 per cent, and 1s worth about a million 
and a half of dollars. All her children, ex- 
cept the eldest, live in Paris with her. He 
has left her, and lives in England in princely 
style. The others draw upon Mr. Hawley as 
they need money. They have their own hors«s 
and carriages, and tutor and servants. They 
are worth $1,500,000 each. 

Mr. Sipger’s will was contested by Mrs. 
Sponsler Singer, who proved a marriage with 
Smiger fromthe time he was divorced from 
Mrs. Haley Singer until she married Foster— 
a period of less than one year. This made 
her last child Caroline Virginia, a legitimate 
daughter. All the other children by her 
thus became illegitimate. Her eight chil- 
dren received $1,750,000, but she gotonly a 
small sum for the liquidation of the costs of 
the suit, Mrs, Mathews’s five children re- 
ceived about $1,750,000. Mrs. Merritt’s child 
got about $400,000. Of the children of Mrs. 
Catuarine Haley Singer, the first wife,one got 
$500 and one $10,000. The estate was largely

Freeman is a mulatto, of unusual intelligence, 
and about 30 years old. Every white man for
